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REPORT  OF  PUBLIC  LIBRARY 

During  the  past  year  many  changes  have  occurred  in 
the  library  and  its  system.  So  we  trust  you  will  all  excuse  any 
inconvenience  it  may  have  been  to  you  in  not  always  being 
able  to  get  just  the  book  you  wanted  to  read. 

June  18th,  we  moved  into  the  new  library — the  "Wilder 
Memorial  Library,"  and  on  July  28th  opened  it  for  public 
use.  I  am  sure  we  all  appreciate  the  gift  of  such  a  cozy 
little  home  for  our  books  and  papers.  It  has  required  con- 
siderable work  to  re-classify  the  books.  But  now  we  have  a 
system  that  is  approved  by  the  best  library  authorities,  and 
in  the  years  to  come  must  be  better  even  for  us.  The  work 
is  nearly  done  and  we  trust  that  by  March  you  will  be  able  to 
read  any  book  in  the  library. 

During  the  past  year  fifty  new  books  have  been  re- 
ceived, making  a  total  of  eleven  hundred  and  forty-five  vol- 
umes. There  is  also  an  excellent  supply  of  papers  and 
magazines.  During  the  month  of  January  sixty-four  differ- 
ent people  visited  the  library  and  manifested  an  increasing 
interest  in  its  work,  by  taking  out  140  books  and  35  maga- 
zines. Our  librarian  suggests  that  some  of  us  are  past  the 
school  age,  but  that  none  of  us  are  too  old  to  learn.  The 
library  is  their  teacher  and  any  may  get  a  good  education 
there  if  they  will. 

If  you  haven't  already  visited  the  library  do  so  at  the 
first  opportunity,  it  will  help  you  and  the  librarian  too. 

Library  days  are  Wednesday  from  5  to  9,  and  Saturday 
from  2  to  9  P.  M.

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SUPERINTENDENT'S  REPORT 


To  the  Citizens  of  Weston  : 

The  work  of  your  schools  has  shown  improvement 
during  the  past  year,  largely  because  of  the  hearty  co-opera- 
tion between  the  parents  and  other  citizens  and  the  teachers 
and  school  officials.  We  are  engaged  in  performing  the  most 
important  duty  of  the  town,  to  provide  each  child  with  a 
thorough  education.  You  have  been  liberal  in  the  tax  raised 
for  school  purposes,  and,  while  we  realize  the  ned  of  fur- 
ther improvement  in  our  school  work,  we  wish  to  express 
our  appreciation  of  your  support  in  the  past.  Many  of  die 
citizens  have  shown  their  interest  by  visiting  the  schools 
and  it  is  hoped  that  many  more  will  do  so  during  the  com- 
ing year.  The  many  little  misunderstandings  which  always 
arise  in  dealing  with  children  can  be  much  more  easily 
avoided  if  the  parent  and  teacher  are  personally  acquainted. 

The  teachers  in  the  grades  and  districts  were  the 
same  as  last  year,  and,  as  a  result,  the  required  wrork  has 
been  done  more  easily  than  before.  It  is  a  great  mistake 
to  change  teachers  every  term  or  two,  as,  with  few  excep- 
tions the  longer  a  teacher  is  retained,  the  more  efficient 
she  becomes.  The  work  done  in  your  schools  compares 
very  favorably  with  that  of  larger  towns. 

The  work  of  the  high  school  has  been  up  to  the  standard 
required  by  the  state.  It  is  expected  that  next  fall  the 
members  of  the  present  junior  class  who  do  the  required 
work  will  be  admitted  to  the  senior  class  of  other  high 
schools  without  examination.  If  a  high  school  is  main- 
tained in  town  next  year,  I  recommend  that  it  be  of  the 
third  class,  comprising  the  freshman  and  sophomore  classes 
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only.  A  high  school  of  the  first  or  second  class  requires 
two  teachers. 

Several  improvements  have  been  made  during  the 
year.  In  accordance  with  a  law  passed  at  the  last  session 
of  the  legislature,  United  States  flags  have  been  provided 
for  all  the  schools.  An  excellent  line  of  supplies,  includ- 
ing considerable  work  for  the  lower  grades,  was  pur- 
chased in  the  spring.  New  books  have  been  bought,  when 
needed.  The  roof  of  the  village  schoolhouse  was  repaired 
at  considerable  expense.  Minor  repairs  were  made  in  sev- 
eral instances.  It  is  hoped  that  during  the  coming  year, 
the  district  schoolhouses  may  be  given  some  needed  repairs. 

The  teachers  have  tried  to  impress  upon  the  pupils  the 
need  of  more  care  in  the  use  of  the  books,  supplies,  and 
schoolhouses.  Three  teachers'  meetings  were  held  and 
several  of  the  teachers  attended  the  state  convention  at  Bur- 
lington in  October  and  the  teachers'  institute  at  Chester 
in  January. 

The  Memorial  Day  exercises  in  May,  and  the  ninth 
grade  graduating  exercises  in  June  were  well  attended  and 
creditable  to  the  teachers  and  pupils. 

Your  superintendent  made  about  eighty  visits  during 
the  year.  Once  more,  I  wish  to  thank  the  citizens  of  Wes- 
ton for  the  courtesy  shown  and  the  support  given  since  I 
have  been  working  among  them.
